Of Charity Drive 

Tabulation Released 
Shows Complete. Total 
Over Five Thousand 



Commerce 3 with 110.6 per cent, 
of its objective led all other facul- 
ties and schools on the campus in 
the Charity Drive held between 
January 23 and February' 8. This 
was announced by Mr. "Fletcher re- 
cently with the release of all final 
results. 

The final total was |5,003.36, of 
which the Red Cross will receive 
$1,687.33; the LS.S.: $1,450.45 and 
the Amalgamated Charities: $1,865. 
58. This total for each of the three 
was arrived at after the consider- 
ation of relative percentages In 
previous drives. The amount of 
money allocated to each of the 
Catholic Charities, the Jewish Cha 
ritles and the WeUarc Federation 
was arrived at on the same basis. 

Theology, Physiotherapy 2, The 
Library School and Dentisty 1 all 
passed the 100 per cent mark, while 
the Graduate Nurses and Architec- 
ture 4 contributed more than 90 
per cent, of the objective set for 
them.

At the special request of the 
English Literature Society a film 
depicting the "History of the Eng- 
lish Language!*., will be shown by 
Ihe- Film -Society at their weekly 
meeting-today at t-pjn. in Room 
250 of the Biology , Building. Pro- 
duced for thé British Council, the 
film shows how the English lan- 
guage, from meagre beginnings in 
the Sth and 6th centuries, has bor- 
rowed from all the chief languages 
in the world, until now it possesses 
a rich and flexible vocabulary of 
over halt a million words. Maps and 
diagrams, show the growth^ ot this 
mother tongue of millions.' 

Also shown will be 'Transfer of 
Power," a graphic exposition of .the 
simultaneous development of me- 
chanical .power transmitters, such 
as the gear, and civilization. Hie 
film was produced in ,1940 and 
loaned by the Museum of Modem 
Art Originally produced for an oil 
|heoiDp.any, "Transfer of Power" is 



recognized as an excellent docu- 
mentary film which deals -with à 
difficult subject Originally man- 
kind transferred power, by m'eans 
of the lever. The windlass and the 
toothed wooden wheel bécame 
necessary when reversal of the di- 
rection of movement became neces- 
sary for raising water and grind- 
ing grains. Modem eplcycllc gears 
and the involute curve made tur- 
bines and motive power possible. 
Thus the evolution of the trans- 
mission of power has- gone hand in 
hand with, transportation and the 
spread of culture. . 

The third feature of the program 
win be a film on Palestine, shtnvn 
in this case at the special request 
of Hillel. It Is Introduced by James 
G. MacDonald, chairman of ' the 
Roosevelt Comn^isslon on Political:

LPP Government 
Bringing Forward 
Bill on Housing 

On Wednesday, February 27, the 
Mock Parliament once more goes 
into session under the leadership 
of the Labour ^Progressive Party 
Government The topic to be dis- 
cussed is the bill presented on 
housing. 

Tho official opposition will be 
the Liberal party under the lead- 
ership of John Chlpman, and the 
speaker ot the house for this ses- 
sion will be Prof. R. Tuck. 

Tht Housing Bill will be pre- 
sented by the Minister of Recon- 
struction, Norman Nerenberg, 
wHile the Prime Minister is John 
Switzman. 

..The LiP,P. Housing Bill bases it- 
self on the principle that only tho 
government can solve the problem 
of homes for tho low income 
group of the Canadian people. A 
primary point brought forward in 
the bill is that the present hous- 
ing j^ortage and the accumulated 
shortage ot houses and the clear- 
ance of slums must be dealt with 
by the Dominion Government and 
dealt with in the same manner as 
the war -was fought 

The Government proposes to set 
up a National Housing Authority 
as the overall body to cany out 
this housing program, with powers 
to override any obstacles in the 
way ot the carrying-through of this 
program. The bill further proposes 
setting up of a Dominion Town 
Planning Agency to promote and 
coordinate all'towh and community 
planning. Both agencies are to 
work in close cooperation under 
the Minister of Reconstruction. 

The LJ>J>. Government proposes 
to finance the building of 250,000 
homes In the next five years, and 
at the same time to encourage tho 
building of a further 250,000 homes 
by small home-owners. While a 
fixed proportion of slums are to bo 
cleared at the same time. A pub- 
licly subscribed loan of ohé billion 
dollars Is proposed to finance the 
program. , 

The key to the success of this 
program is a proposed system of 
orioritles for materials and labour 
in which low rental government 
subsidized housing gets first pri- 
ority; second priority goes to small 
home building; and then construc- 
tion such as hospitals, schools, etc. 

It is further proposed that where 
building material companies restrict 
their production, the government is 
empowered to take over and run 
such plants. Where excessive prices 
ore being charged In any branch 
of the building industry, the gov- 
ernment will create Crown com- 
panies to provide such materials.

McGlll 'University, which already 
holds the Eastern Championship In 
the I.U.D.L., will vie for the Can- 
adian Championship with the win* 
ners In the Western Division, St 
Patrick's College, at Ottawa on 
Thursday, February 28. This will 
be the final I.U.D.L. debate and 
will be for a cup which is em- 
blematic of debating supremacy in 
Canada. If McGill should win the 
trophy it win be the first Ume that 
she has ever held this coveted 
award. 

In the debate Thursday night th« 
home team will take the affirma- 
tive. There will be an imprcsslvo 
array of adjudicators, according to 
a member of the executive of the' 
McGlll Debating Society. The 
Judges will be the Honourable Lu- 
cien H. Gendron, K.C., one of Can* 
ada's top criminal lawyers and ■ 
former Minister of Justice and Sec- 
retary of State; Reverend Gordon 

H. Burgoyne, minister of the United 
Church, president of - the I'rison* 
ers*"Ald and Welfare Association, 
Canadian manager of the British- 
Dominion Emigration Society, and 
vice-president of the Canadian 
Penal Association; Mr. A. J. Lomas, 
superintendent of transport for the 
C.N.R. In the Montreal area. 

Taking the affirmative at McGlll 
are Shatner and Hemens, while 
Hugess'on' and- Rosenf eld. carry the 
negative' to Ottawa 'the^same hight 

McGlll won in the Eastern sect- 
Ion when she defeated Bishops Col- 
lege Lcnnoxvlllc and won against 
Ottawa U. at McGill. At both these 
debates the topic was: Resolved 
that every able bodied Canadian 
youth should undergo at least one 
year of camp military training. 

The negative team of Hugesson 
and Rosenfcid won here at McGill 
by the unanimous decision of the 
Judges/ the only such 'victory in 
the Eastern division of the LUJSJj. 

There arc four Universities in 
each of the two sections ot the 

I. U.D.L. Bishop's, Ottawa, Loyola 
and McGlll comprise the Eastern ^ 
section .while the Westerners in- 
clude McMaster U., St Patrick's 
College, Queen's, and the University 
of Western 'Ontario. 

In the Eastern section, McGlll 
won at Bishop's by a vote ot 2-1, 
Bishop's won at Loyola and Loyola 
at Ottawa by a 'similar count, and 
McGill defeated Ottawa here by 
the only 3-0 count registered to this 
section. 

In the Western divbion, McMas- 
ter won at home against Queen's by 
the 2-1 vote of the judges. Western 
lost at Queen's by a 2-1 decision 
but won at home against St Pats by 
a similar count

Bombay: Three British warships 
— the light cruiser Glasgow and 
two destroyers — dropped anchor 
today in Bombay harbor as riots in 
sympathy with Indian Navy sea- 
men who went on strike last week 
died down in the city. 

Official casualty figures showed 
210 persons killed and 1.017 injured 
in Bombay since the disturbances 
began early last week. They were 
precipitated by the seaiiien's strike 
for pay and treatment equivalent, 
to that of Royal Navy seamen. 

Manila: A battle between Japan- 
ese diehards and Philippine army 
troops near the moiith ot Manila 
Bay, was announced today , as .the 
Commonwealth government estim- 
ated that at least 4.000 Japanese 
soldiers still arc terrorizing the 
back country. 

New York: Residents ot three 
cities — Pittsburgh, New, York and 
Cleveland — tonight faced possible 
strikes in their power, transit and 
milk industries, but a gas and water 
shutdown in Houston, "tcx., was 
averted when officials of the strik- 
ing American Federation of Labor 
unions withdrew their threat to 
due Jtae, city's nukjor utUitJ/u.

A guest of 
honor, usually s well-known arli.M, and all expenses being paid by 
the C.B.C. definitely add glamor to the piMgram as heard by stu- 
dent ears. 

ACADIA i-'Mvi:ii.srrv. 

Before the war Acadia University had a small station operating 

on fifty wait- ".Inch pie:(r,teri niusic.nl pro^r.ims. debates and ad- 
drC'-ses. DiJi'intm.iwl for Mie our.itioii, the i)r<>Kiam will return as 
soon .1.S stiidoii!.'- who .ire buildiiiR a new station };el it set up. This 
is expected to happen thL^ week. The small local station at Windsor 
was considered and rejected by the Acadians as being expensive 
and inadequate. 

ST. FRA.NCIS XAVIER UNIVERSITY. 

One of the Iwo Universities to place a course in radio 
upon the curriculum is Saint Francis-Xavier. Station C.J.F.X. 
is closely linked with the unirvrfity and carries programs from 
the rolIe;;e. Chief of tlio'i^ ij the "Samt Frai;cis-Xdvicr 
Univer.Mty of thf Air", in which topic.- of literature, music, 
science, medicine and home economic^ are discussed by pro- 
fessors and guest lecturers. 'ITie Radio Workshop of Saint 
Francis-Xavier ii> listed as English 25. It is one of the first of 
such courses to be offered in Canada. 

QUEEN'S UNIVERSITY. 

Kingston's Queen's presents weekly one hour broadcasts on 
CF.R.C. consisting of radio plays. C.U.P. news, music, and a "stump 
the professor" quiii program. Tltis week "H.M.S. Pinafore" will 

be prcented. follnwcd by a round t.iblc discufsi(jn of Rus.Ma the 
followmg week. Queen's has a notable phite in the University 
radio world, as it was the first University radio station on the con- 
tinent, broadcasting Queen's-McGill football game. In 1936 full- 
time operation were begun which had to be discontinued in 1942. 

UNIVERSITY OF WESTERN O.NTARIO. 

Another move westward shows further development in the 
field of university radio. At Western University for nearly two 
decades radio has played a premier part in curricular and extra- 
curricular studies. Prom 1929 until 1939. Western had two experi- 
mental short-'.v,T\ e sti.tion? run by the studenlf in tlic Phy.-ic^^ 
course. The.'c stiitioi..': operated from .«ix to eight hours daily, pre- 
fcetiling (;lct chib--. violinist.', :inqer.- and .'•pcakers. One year the 
Western Convocation ceremonies were broadcast. As reception was 
better in Central and South America, it is not surprising that a 
student singer was offered a musical contract by n Cuban listener. 

Programs from Western were also heard in England and India. 
Chic.'iRo .nnd .New York reported to the student ' lijiins" thiit recep- 
tion was better than that of local stations. The primary purpose of 
these stations was to study fading, and reports were sent in from 
listeners. 

Each year, fourth year students arc required to build .i new 
and better transmitter. This year's transmitter should be completed 
1» two weeks. Western reporters state optimistically. 

DurinR the vvar. Western physicians, both staff and .sluder.t: . 
did a great deal of research on naval radar antennae. More 
optimistically, it is reported that Western's television set will 
be ready at the end of May on the 223 megacycle band. With 
this new step, Western again hopes to be ahwd. Western co-eds 
will soon be seen by television as well .is in ilic Curette. Mean- 
while, the reorganization of the amateur R.ndio Chib la.'^i week 
sols the stage for resuming broadcasts. 

UNIVEILSITV or .'MANITOBA.

Board Js the body which controls the Manitoban radio efforts.
